A number of years ago, it was common for literate people to identify the }xxik& they 
owned with decc»:ative bookplates. These bookplates were often a fascinating indi- 
cation of the owner's personality or personal philosophy because they combined 
distinctive graphics, coats of anns, motu>es, or favorite quotati<His of the bo(^'s 
owner. One bookplate m particular is worth noting. It belonged to a child and sums 
up much of this document's principal message. The bookplate showed a view 
through a ship's porthole. In die distance could be seen a far horizon, a billowing 
sea, and an old sailing ship plowing the waves — a ship not unlike the one on this 
document's cover. Beneath this picture a moin^ scroll display^ these words: A book 
is a journey. 

The books listed in this document are journeys over centuiies, transponing students 
to places and people distanced by time and space. Some of the journeys make an 
immediate and intimate impact on youngsters, giving them a vivid impressicMi of 
what it was like to have been there, what was important to people then, why they 
acted as they did. Others offer a sense of detachment and allow a view from the 
persj^tive of hindsight. There are even a few sojourns within our own time, provid- 
ing new discoveries that deepen siudents' understanding and empathy. 

T. S. Eliot once noted a conspicuous trait among rising generations, that of a "new 
provincialism": the provinciality of time, binding youngsters to their own present 
moments. Little has been done since Eliot's day to counter this trait; in fact, the 
characteristic has become even more pronounced. The power and pleasure of story 
can help young people overcome this pointless limitation. Our future rests on their 
doing so. 

It is my pleasure to introduce Literature for History-Social Science, Kindergarten 
Through Grade Eight. The works listed herein will assist teachers of history-social 
science and English-language arts, librarians, and curriculai planners as they work 
to enrich the curriculum, as described in the History-Social Science Framework for 
California Public Schools, Kindergarten Through Grade Twelve. My best wishes for

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Preface 



Hendrik van Loon, in T/ie Story of Mankind, describes history as a tower ofexperi- 
ence built out of the centuries. He portrays the va^ess of this subject and observes 
the difficulries students scHi^times have in mastering histcnical material. "It is no 
easy task to reach the top of this ancient structure and get the benefit of the full 
view." he writes. "There is no elevator, but young feet are strong, and it can be 
done."' Literature for History-Social Science, Kindergarten Through Grade Eight 
was prepared to help teachers and students to climb the tower together more easily 
and enjoyably. 

Recent studies indicate th^ the use of historical fiction and biography can promote 
students' interest in and enthusiasm for studying histCHy.^ While the use of history* 
related literature in the ciassroc»n is by no means new, the History-Social Science 
Framework for California Public Schools, Kindergarten Through Grade Twelve 
emphasizes restcMring the consistent use of this literature in the curriculum. Over the 
years, readings in historical literature give youngsters a fundamental grasp of eariier 
times and places and allow them to empathize with characters, events, and causes. 
But the rewards are to be reaped by more than students. Many teachers are discover- 
ing that literature sparks their own imaginations as they help students to discover the 
excitement of history and geography. The surest beginning that te»:hers can make 
toward framework implementation is to acquire a fusthand familiarity with the 
books that are appropriate for their grade levels. 

New literary works are being written every day, and older titles are taken out of print 
almost as fast. Consequently, any reading list should be regarded as a "living docu- 
ment," a resource to be expanded as users discover additional appropriate titles. 
Further, Literature for History-Socia, Science, Kindergarten Through Grade Eight 
is not intended to be prescriptive, and school districts are encouraged to develop 
similar lists based on materials to which they have access. 

Those who use this docunent will discover that some books listed as appropriate for 
one grade can be used at other levels as well. For example, several folktales listed 
for the first grade unit, "Developing Awareness of Cultural Diversity, Now and 
Long Ago," can also be used to complete the second grade study of family history 
and heritage; Marcia Sewall's The Pilgrims of Plimoth complements studies in the 
fifth grade as well as the third. Whatever the material, the course descriptions in the 
History-Social Science Framework are the bases for decisions. The books listed 
here support the objectives set forth in the framework's course descriptions; articu- 
lated selection is an important part of the curriculum coordination process.

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Ai this document goes to press, most of the titles contain»i herein are obtainable 
from their publishers. In selecting woiics that complck.^nt units sj^fied in the 
firaniework, however, the History-Social Science Model Cuniculum Guide Advi- 
sory 0»nmittee did not exclude a book simply because it was no longer in print. 
The fact that a book is out of print is not necessarily a reflection of its intrinsic 
worth. Many excellent out-of-print titles are available through school lilnwies and 
public library search systems. Huough inclusitm of some that remain notewcHthy for 
their treatments of a historical period and its pec^le, ideas, and values, lil»^an^ and 
clerks are en(x>uraged not to discard them from their collections. Finally, as in the 
case of Recommended Readings in Literature, Kindergarten Through Grade Eight 
(1986), it is hoped that publishers will be prompted to make certain titles available 
once more. 

Among the books selected for each grade, a variety of reading levels are repre- 
sented. Readal ity varies significantly within each grade so that students* varied 
interests can be accommodated. Also, teachers may choose to read particular works 
aloud and assign less difficult ones for independent and small-group reading. Suit- 
ability for the intended grade level, consistency with the strands and course content 
described in the framework, general quality and appeal — these were among the 
primary concerns of the advisory committee in reviewing books fw this resource. 
While librarians and coordinators can offer invaluable assistance, the fmal decision 
in choosing books for classroom use rests with the te^here themselves. 

Literature for History-Social Science, Kindergarten Through Grade Eight was more 
than a vear in development. The document reflects numerous contributions from 
countless teachers, librarians, cuniculum s]x^ialis!s, and booksellers who res{X>nded 
with suggestions after receiving preliminary drafts at the history-social science 
framework conferences in 1988. State Superintendent Bill Honig and the History- 
Social Science and Visual and Performing Arts Unit are grateful for the many 
recomnwndations and evaluations that were submitted during the preparation of this 
publication. 

To all those who help youngsters discover through literature the excitement, pas- 
sion, and depth in history's story, best wishes for a rewarding, remarkable, and 
limitless journey.

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Introduction 



The History-Social Science Framework for Caitfornia Public Schools, Kindergar- 
ten Through Grade Twelve calls for an integrated and correlated ap oach to the 
history-social science curriculum and stresses the importance of an .ngaging, lively 
narrative in the impartation of history's story. In the study of history ^nd geography, 
literature is recommended as a particularly worthwhile means of generating stu- 
dents* interest, enhancing their understanding, and enriching the curriculum. The use 
of literature o/the historical period being studied as well as about the period is 
emphasized. Consequently, Literature for History-Social Science, Kindergarten 
Through Grade Eight is offered as a resource of titles for use by curriculum special- 
ists, teachers, librarians, and resource personnel when planning a curriculum. 

Types of Literature 

The term literature was used somewhat flexibly in the preparation of this document. 
This flexibility was necessary to compile a range of books that complement the 
course content described in the framework. Gail Gibbons's The Post Office Book, 
for example, is not thought of as literature in the same sense that one would think of 
Grimm's fairy tales, but it is a useful book for the first grade course. Similarly, 
letters and journals were not usually created for the purpose of literary art, but they 
are valuable literature for learning about eariier peoples and their times. As a result, 
a diversity of quality and intent may be seen in the listed materials. The brief expla- 
nation below gives some rationale for tlie inclusion of various literarure types in this 
publication. 

One of the most popular kinds of literature represented herein is historical fiction. 
Usually depicting the lives of ordinary people caught up in the circumstances and 
crises of particular times, such books are an effective means of developing a 
youngster's empathy for conditions during past eras. Hie best historical fiction 
incorporates characteristics of time and place so that they are vital to the story. 
Repeated encounters with good historical fiction establish images and impressions in 
the mind of the reader that form a more vivid sense of the past. As one reviewer 
observed, "Out of this maze of historical characters and intrigues and vignettes there 
will take shape in the young reader's imagination a glowing historical pattern, 
destined to endure far longer than the dry, bare-bones history taught in the typical 
social science classroom." 

Biography is an especially powerful genre for young readers, not only for the light it 
sheds on the past but also for examples of human understanding. Lecturer and 
teacher Kay Goines once observed that biography and autobiography help young- 
sters fomi an answer to the question, "What is a life?" Reading of grand lives helps 
young people live humane, reasonable lives of iheir own. By reading about men and 
women, both ordinary and extraordinary, who made a difference, students develop a 
keener understanding of how human events result from human action. "History is 
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nothing more nor less than biography on a grami scale," wrote Alphonse de 
Lamaitine, and his statement emphasizes the importance of this genre to the history- 
social science discipline. 

Fables are supeib material for helping children think through the consequences of 
behavior. A faWe is, as fantasist C. S. Lewis pointed out, a "supposal," a deliberate 
fiction intended to exemplify or impart a mmH. The term fable originally nwant "to 
give light," and that is exactly a fable's purpose: a short, sharp flash of insight into a 
potently ethical situation. TTie Iwevity of fables is ideal for their use with students 
who have short attention spans, and acting them out is a form of play that young 
children enjoy. For older students, fables can provide a deeper understanding of the 
culture, firom which they sprang. Many popular expressions— e.g., "counting your 
chickens before they're hatched" and "crying *woIf,' "—originated from fables. 
Acquisition of what is now called cultural literacy would be impossible without a 
mastery of the wodd's great fables. 

Insight into a society's common memory and shared beliefs is similarly given by 
myths and legends. These works reflect how a people regarded the human condition, 
and because such stories often involve heroes and heroines, they demonstrate a 
people's self-concept and their sense of justice and duty. A close study of world 
myths can reveal commonalities as well as disparities between peoples. Tales of 
Zeus, Ra, Ulgen, and Ta-Aroa demonstrate that the human heart remains essentially 
the same over centuries and cultures. 

Within the category of myths and legends are a number of legends based on actual 
figures in the histoiy of the United States. Stories of George Washington and the 
cherry tree or Betsy Ross and the first flag may have a quesUonable base as history, 
but these tales develop in four-, five-, and six-year-olds common memories of per- 
sons whose real accomplishments require a more sophisticated background to appre- 
ciate. They familiarize children with historic nan^s and events while encouraging 
interest in and fondness for them. In fact, they have an ethical benefit in that they 
provide insight into the nature of integrity, charity, and respect in the service of one's 
country. Homer did no less for the ancient Greeks. These legends should be enjoyed 
as mixtures of fact and fiction. 

Ethics and values are further developed by the inclusion of folktales and fairy tales in 
the history-social science program. Though the relevance of the fey and fantastic to a 
curriculum supposedly dealing only with facts and issues is questioned at times, it is 
through such stories as "Rumpelstiltskin" and "Little Red Riding Hood" that the 
yearning for lex talionis, "the law of retribution," is satisfied and an early perception 
of justice is attained. Bnino Bettelheim, in The Uses of Enc>umtment, observed that 
many well-intentioned adults outlawed fairy tales for children "at just about the time 
when the findings of psychoanalysis made them aware that, far from being innocent, 
the mind of the young child is filled with anxious, destructive imaginings. . . . [These 
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adults], so worrit about not increasing a child's anxieties, remained oblivious to all 
the reassuring messages in fairy tales."' When chosen with care and presented in a 
nondidactic manner, foiiy tales help foster nK>ral pen%pti(Ni through wonder and 
pathos, a credible part of the child's ethical and cultural heritage. A vari«l, more 
complete justification fen* this genre may be found in Orthodoxy, by G. K. 
Chesterton; From Two to Five, by Komei Chukovsky; Tree ami Lecrf. by J. R. R. 
Tolkein; and Bettelheim's aforemention^ book. 

The History-Social Science Framework of 1988 calls for increase use of prirruuy 
sources. Although technically not literature perse, print forms of primary sources 
appear throughout this document as a reminder to teachers and resource personnel of 
the importance of these sources in learning history. Am)rding to the Organization of 
American Historians, a primary source is any material generated at the "first level of 
experience" — eyewitness accounts, journals, diaries, Hrsthand testimony of events 
as they happenoi. Abraham Lincobi's **Gettysburg Address" could be used as a 
primaiy source because it is the text of historic w<»ds spoken at a historic moment. 
The power of primary source material — whether in original, facsimile, or transcribed 
form — is that it increases the user's sense of intimacy and immediacy with the past. 
It also gives authenticity to "second-level" accounts. 

One of the distinguishing characteristics of the 1988 frameworic is the acknowledg- 
ment of religion's importance in history and the recognition that the history-social 
science curriculum should allow for teaching about religion in an appropriate con- 
text. In the second gr^e, for example, students are encourage to share information 
about their families' religious practices to learn of the traditions and heritages 
reflected in family life. In the sixth and ^venth grades, the religious heritages of 
Buddhism and Confucianism are studied in depth, as are portions from the Hebrew 
and Christian Bibles; e.g., the Exodus and Jesus* parables. Consequently, titles are 
included which reflect this content. The materials arc not to be used for indoctrina- 
tion but rather for learning about religion — its influence in history; its reflection of 
culture, values, and ideals; and its importance in the realm of human experience and 
action. 

A range of mnfiction is included for the purposes of general interest, student re- 
search, and alignment with specific content in framework units. These titles can help 
form a nucleus of nontextbook library materials that support the framework's cur- 
riculum. A number of these books can serve as teachers' background material as 
well. Entries intended only for teachers' use arc so indicated in the annotations. 

As fm poetry, plays, and songs, some of the most enduring examples of cultural 
heritage come from these categories. Beowulf, The Ruhaiyat, the psalms of David, 
and haiku are examples from the wealth of worid traditions; "Paul Reverc's Ride,"

"Barbara Frietchie," "I, Too " "The Erie Canal," and "Over the River and Through 
the Wood" are all lasting san:ples from the cornucopia of American heritage. Cur- 
riculum planners should work with teachers in determining appropriate places for 
the use of such pieces so that students acquire a rich, common background over their 
school years. 



IMenUwv and Cultural LiUracy 

The develq)nient of a sharol background in naticmal heritage fcH* all students is a 
major consideration in the selection of literature for the curriculum. In recent yean, 
teachers and publishers have begun to highlight works by writers who previously 
had been unjustly neglected by many historians and ^ucators; e.g., Phillis 
Wheatlcv, FrwJerick Douglass, and poetry of the American Indian heritage. As 
public awareness ccrtinues to grow, works by writers such as these become a part of 
our general cultural knowledge and understanding. 

During the past 50 years, another group has suffered gradual neglect. Such authors 
as Washington Irving, James Fenimore Cooper, Nathaniel Hawthorne, Henry 
Wadsworth Longfellow, Louisa May Alcott, and Mark Twain used to be standard 
fare for American children, and their works helped to form a common cultural base 
for much of the nation. Every school child should have some familiarity with these 
writers. Though they may seem old-fashioned to some, many instructors find that 
certain sel^tions can be exciting and rewarding to teach. Once youngsters get into 
such works as "Hiawatha's Childhood" and Grandfather's Chair, they begin to 
appreciate the people and cultures depicted. Content from the National Identity, 
Historical Literacy, Cultural Literacy, and Geographic Literacy strands, as identified 
in the History-Social Science Framework, can be learned from the works of these 
writers. They introduce students to the literary styles of earlier periods. The writings 
are rich, substantive, and deserving of a rightful place alongside those of more 
contemporary or diverse perspectives. 

A most generous comi^ndium of the writings that form the American heritage is 
The American Reader, Words That Moved a Nation, edited by Diane Ravitch 
(Harper Collins, 1990). Reflecting a broad diversity of thought and experience from 
over 200 years of United Stales history, selections include poems, songs, and inau- 
gural addresses; essays by such writers as Ralph Waldo Emerson and Henry David 
Thoreau; John Brown's last statement before his execution; speeches and writings 
by Elizabeth Cady Stanton, Frederick Etouglass, and David Waker, and a wealth of 
other varied literary woi^s and primary sources. 



Initial Planning 

It would be impossible to cover all necessary history and geography in a given unit 
simply by having the class read literary works. In-depth studies encompass more. 
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Esther Forbes' s Joknny Tremain can add immeasurably to students' understanding 
of the War for Independence, but other source material, technology, textbooks, and 
activities must be used to achieve a complete and essential picture. 

Familiarity with literature is essential for teaching histoiy-social science. Some 
years ago, in her book Treasure for the Taking, Anne Thaxtcr Eaton stressed that 
adults need to read rather than rely solely on reading lists such as this one. "Sign- 
posts on the highway are no substitute for a journey. By the same token, a list of 
books can be no substitute for firsthand acquaintance with the books themselves."^ 

Given an ongoing habit of reading, correlation of history-social science with other 
disciplines is the next important step toward successful integration of literature into 
the curriculum. Teachers with specialties in various subjects should work together 
with librarians and curriculum specialists so that curricular aims are accomplished. 
Teachers will want to consider some of the titles contained herein for "core" litera- 
ture selections — those which are substantive, of proven and lasting worth, and 
significant in promoting historical and cultural literacy. The History-Social Science 
Framework, the three selection criteria described in the Handbook for Planning an 
Effective Literature Program (pp. 16-1 8), and Recommended Readings in Literature 
(1986) provide a helpful base for selecting literature that enriches the teaching of 
history-social science and English-language arts. 

Two departmental pamphlets for parents. The Changing History-Social Science 
Curriculum and The Changing English-Language Arts Curriculum, reinforce the 
importance of literature; the former contains sample titles that support these two 
subject areas. 

Teaching with Literature 

Reading aloud is one of the most imfxjrtant ways of introducing literature to stu- 
dents; however, despite many positive efforts, this practice is not yet a consistent 
feature at all grades. Noted author and columnist William F. Russell points out that a 
common mistake is to stop reading aloud to children once they have begun to read 
for themselves.' Even in departmentalized situations in middle and junior high 
schools, history-social science teachers can use a small portion of each class period 
for reading aloud works tiiat enhance concurrent studies, leading students to make 
connections between what is heard and what is studied. Reading aloud sections of a 
work of literature is sometimes helpful in getting students to read independently. 
Some teachCR intersperse reading aloud with small-group, whole-class, and individ- 
ual reading so that lengthy or difficult works are more approachable.

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Literature can also be used effectively to supplenMnt material found in textbooks. 
Passages from works by Jack Lxmdon and Richard Henry Dana, for example* con- 
tain striking descriptions of the Califcania coastline that can enhance fourth graders' 
study of C^fomia's geography. In the third grade, a brief storybook about the 
Liberty Bell can supplement the smdy of our national symbols. In this way, the 
histoiy curriculum becomes woven with literature and refined with fine writing and 
narration. 

To use literature effectively, teachers do not have to plan lengthy discussions of or 
activities for each work. Many shorter genres, picture books and poetry among 
them, pique interest and enhance understanding. Margaret LeaTs Eyes of the 
Dragon provides accent to the seventh grade unit on China and takes only a few 
minutes to share. A reading of Stephen Vincent Benet's "Ballad of Wiliiam Syca- 
more" can link two eighth grade units, because the poem touches on the end of 
America's pioneer era as that era gave way to an industrial society. Often the "spell" 
of certain literary woiks makes the difference in students' enjoyment of history. 

Integration effons have sometimes includwi an approach termed "across the curricu- 
lum" or "webbing." Teachers must use this strategy with care to avoid trivializing 
the subject matter. There is a difference between integration that illumines the 
central meaning for students and integration which is merely associative. For ex- 
ample, to extend "The Ant and the Grasshopper" by launching a science unit on 
grasshoppers would miss the ethical and cultural literacy focus. The cnix of a story's 
meaning must always be kept in mind in the planning of correlated activities. 

Special Needs 

Migrant education and Chapter 1 students (students who need special educational 
assistance as provided few by Chapter 1 of the Education Consolidation and Im- 
provement Act of 1981) must be given equal access to a core curriculum rich with 
literature, history, and geography. These disciplines provide a depth of content that 
is ideal for instructing students who have special needs: 

For the language arts to function, they must be applied to some content. All students leam to 
lisien by attending to thm which edifies. They learn to talk not only by talking but also by talking 
about something substantive. They leam to read by reading sOTWthing whfch aigages their 
intc^st and fulfills a purp;^ ta\6 to write by composing (hai which reccvds or dariftes.^ 

Trade book publishers are encouraged to realize the [XJtential market for responsible, 
faithful translations of major works, making it possible for students to grasp content 
during initial steps toward English fluency. As this document goes to press, a mono-

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graph dealing with special considerations for planning history-social science pro- 
grams that meet diverse Vocational needs, including those of migrant education and 
Chapter 1 students, is being develq}ed for distribution. 

A Story Well Told 

In his essay "Hisicay as a Humanistic Discipline," historian Gordon Craig describes 
the centra] role literature played in his historical understanding. As a student, Qaig 
avoided history courses because of their "maddeningly dull" treatment Neverthe- 
less, Craig read historical ficticMi extensively, and his imagination was fued by such 
writers as G. A. Henty, Rudyard Kipling, and Sir Walter Scott, He gained no sys- 
tematic knowledge of history by reading these authors, but their strong, exciting 
narratives offered accurate and picturesque detail, a sense of period, and a grasp of 
historical trends and social types. Even the romanticized asp«;ts of these works fed 
Qaig's fascination and gave him a background he would later alter and clarify. 

Later, at Princeton University, Craig heard lectures by historian Walter Phelps Hall. 
The tide turned. This professor was able to achieve a sense of theater in his lectures, 
mixing suspense and humor with provocative visuals; Hall had even enthusiastically 
read some of the same literature which had meant so much to his young student. "He 
was . . . admirably persuasive in his insistence that history was so important and 

exciting that it required a total commitment from his auditors He taught history, 

in short, as a humanistic discipline.'*' 

Craig's tribute testifies to the power of literature and imaginative teaching in con- 
veying history's story. A book list such as this one suggests a wide range of poten- 
tial resources to support instructional programs and offer choices to creative teach- 
ers. It is hoped that Literature for History-Social Science, Kindergarten Through 
Grade Eight finds a receptive, thoughtful audience eager to share an excitement for 
history and books with young people.
